Much of the criticism fits the case: but the milk 
has been spilled and nothing but the Locarno spirit 
will repair the damage. Direction rather than recrim¬ 
ination is the need of the hour if civilization is not to 
be given another black eye. lire nations that are sup¬ 
porting the applications' for Council seats from Brazil 
and Spain and Poland are doing incalculable harm 
and making a settlement of a most delicate problem 
, increasingly difficult.... li ds nothing short of back¬ 
stairs bargaining and unworthy of the parties which 
were responsible for the pact of Locarno. 

Germany is living up to the conditions which 
were imposed upon her and she has a right to expect 
the pledged word to be kept. If the door is finally 
slammed in her face, which Sir Aflsten Chamberlain 
himself said must be avoided at all costs, the com¬ 
ments of The New Statesmen will not be very wide 
of the mark. But no such a contingency should be 
allowed to rise. Meanwhile many political reputa¬ 
tions are hanging In the balance. 

FAR FROM DEAD 

I T IS SMALL WONDER THAT THE 

press of this country is reminding thousands of 
newspaper readers just now that the desolation which 
Mr. Meighcn and his supporters declared could not 
be avoided unless the people of the Dominion sent his 
party into office seems farther away than ever it was.

Hut apparently It did not know any belter and has 
continued to go on Its way toward a higher level of 
development and prosperity without the least regard 
for anvlhlQK the politician. may have been saying, or 
may have desired to come to pass. 

Each time the Dominion Buteau of Statirtics pub¬ 
lishes the country’s trade figures there is the Invariable 
increase in turnover. Figures to the end of January 
31 last show an increase in exports of more than 
$216,000,000 over the year ending January 31. 
1925, or a percentage increase of twenty per cent. It 
’ is also to be noted that we are selling more to the 
United States and to Great Britain than we were 
twelve months ago. The trade agreement with Aus¬ 
tralia likewise has corrected the decrease in our ex¬ 
ports to the Antipodes which would have continued to 
fall off if the only obvious course to prevent jt had 
not been taken. We'could not expect to sell twenty 
times as much as we Were buying for an indefinite 
period. The balance in our favor was altogether too 
top-heavy. We are also assured in the recent annual 
statement of the Standard Bank of Canada that the 
most notable improvement in Canadian business came 
in the latter months of last year, which leads The 
Manitoba Free Press to remind us that this "makes 
it plain that the result* of the general election had no 
depressing effect on the tendency of Canadian trade." 
That, of course, is convincingly borne out by the strik- .

Then if our Conservative friends who are demand¬ 
ing a still higher tariff wall rfquire proof that the pre¬ 
sent scale of duties is not Causing any flooding of the 
country with cheap goods from abroad they can com¬ 
pare ilie/increase ofitHGl ,900,000 in tKe value of 
our imports during the year ending last January with 
increase of $216,000,000 in the.value of our ex¬ 


ports for that period. This is a condition with which 
the most hidebound protectionist cotld scarcely find 
a quarrel.

For 
instance, news from Rome announces that the cab. 
drivers and taximen of that city may no longer wear 
whiskers, and that unless their raiment shall h^ve due 
regard foriconventional tidiness they will be punished. 
Moscow does not go quite as far as this; hut it has 
instructed all Soviet emissaries throughout the world to 
trim their beards, the Foreign Office regretting in its 
memorandum a tendency towards carelessness in dress 
among members of its diplomatic staffs. There « 
nothing to suggest that sartorial internationalists are 
at the hack of the instruction from Rome or the ukase 
from Moscow. In the meantime both will amuse a 
world which is watching two experiments in govern¬ 
ment with mixed feelings.

There is more than ordinary reason now why the 
bonds of friendship which have for long existed be¬ 
tween the people of the two ports should he strength¬ 
ened by a more frequent interchange of visits on some¬ 
thing of an organized scaler At San Francisco the 
other day Victoria was furnished with the proof of 
Seattle’s spirit of co-operation in a neighbor’s behalf. 
The influence which her delegates to the convention 
of the Pacific Foreign Trade Council were able to 
bring to bear on that body was of material assistance 
to the Victoria representatives in their successful ef¬ 
forts to make this city the convention place of 1927.

HISTORY IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 

To the Editor:—In The Times of 
March 10 a report was gives of an 
address by B. C. Nicholas before the 
Vancouver Hoard of Trad®. I wish 
to take exception to a remark cred¬ 
ited to the speaker that In the Vic¬ 
toria High School Canadian history 1* 
not tnugnt." Were this statement 
true. It would be unfair to our In¬ 
stitution. The courae of atudy aa 
prescribed by the Department of 
Education Is beyond our control. 
Since w® are following the prescribed 
course of study we feel that It la un¬ 
fair to slnglo out Victoria High 
School ratlur than any other sec¬ 
ondary school In th® Province and to 
criticise our fallur® to teach Can¬ 
adian history. Hut th® statement la 
untrue In fact.* Apart from the tech¬ 
nical course pupils, who at present 
hnve only a two-years* course, every 
pupil In Victoria High School re¬ 
ceives Instruction In Canadian his¬ 
tory. Of the 1.000 pupil* enrolled, 
nearly 200 of thoae In the commercial 
course receive Canadian history two 
or three periods a week," while th* 
TOO puplla in the general Courae re¬ 
ceive in the third year three periods 
a week, fully half of which la de- 
voted to British and Canadian his¬ 
tory. 

A short study of the provisions 
made for the teaching of Canadian 
history In our schools give# a favpr- 
uble impression of the car* with 
Which the programme was drawn. 
After British and Canadian history 
have been (aught with some detail In 
the elementary school, tho pupils on 
entering the High School aro Intro- 
duct d Into the broader field of world 
history. In the final year, after they 
have obtained a perspective of worli 
development, special attention Is 
ngam dtrrcted to the history or their 
native lnn<J. With some knowledge 
of man’s struggles, failures and suc¬ 
cesses down from the dawn of his¬ 
tory. our pupils are better able to* 
understand and appreciate Canadian 
history. We want no “township vis¬ 
ion'* In Canada. Our history course 
by Ita extent should mak* better 
Canadians and better cltlxens of the 
WOrld. __ m:

WHY EAT CEREALS? 

With th* exception of very young 
children, the human firmtty need* a 
variety of other foods for growth a* 
well aa for repair of waate. 

In Canada, wheat, oata, corn and 
rice are the cereal grains ordinarily 
used; less commonly barley, rye and 
buckwheat. Whether we use these 
cracked, rolled or coarsely ground, 
and call them “breakfast fooda*' or 
buy them as flour or bread, let ua 
see how far they go toward making 
a good diet. 

In the first plac® th* y are a good 
fuel aa well a* a cheap fo«-l W< 
(*in get more, working fore® for our 
money from cereal grains than from 
any other kind of food. For com¬ 
parison. if you measure the number 
of calories (fuel units) In a pound 
of beefsteak >'uu would find It to be 
660. a pound of raw potatoes would 
b® 369. On the other hand, a pound 
of any of our common cereals would 
average atxrut 1.700. The less money 
we have to *fft»nd. the mnr® we need 
to depend upon cereals for our body 
fuel. . _ 

In the second place, cereals furnish 
material which will build and repair 
body tfksue In much the same way 
as do meat. fish. egga. cheese, etc. I 
For Instance when we have oatmeal 
for breakfast, w* do not need meat 1 
i.M», and when we cook macaroni or 
rice with milk and cheese. It takes 
the place of meat and potato**. In¬ 
deed the combination of milk und 
cereals satisfies such a large part 
of our body need* that we require 
only fresh fruit and vegetables and 
a moderate amount of meat. If you 
like, to make not only a palatable, 
but a completely nutritious diet. 

We eat u great deal of wheat In 
the form of bread, and to a leaser 
extent In cake, cookies, doughnuts, 
etc. Whole wheat flour la far su¬ 
perior to white flour as a foof, but 
probably because one usually asso¬ 
ciates whiteness with purity, w* 
usually demand white flour which 
Is made from the insid® of th® wheat 
kernel. Whit® flour alao keeps better 
than whole wheat flour. Thus we 
lose th® mineral content and th® 
very valuable substance necessary 
for our growth known na vitamin B 
which la contained in the outer ahell 
of th* wheat kernel. For this reason 
•nd for the reason that the grain 
covering serves ns roughage In the 
Intestines, w«‘ should add bran to 
our diet elthyr with our breakfast 
cereals or cooked In the form of 
bran muffins or In other tasty ways. 
What haa been *«1<J In regard to 
th® value of the \*hol® wheat grain 
applies equally to other cereal* such 
n* oatmeal, comm*nl. etc.

George Jenkins of 
that town, listened In on the snma 
station on the nighf of January 29 
between 9.30 and 9.46. Despite the

It. 

The thorlated tungsten filaments, 
however, used in most of the various 
other types of tubes contain the 
oxide of thorium throughout the 
whole mass of the tungsten filament, 
this oxide having been originally put 
in incandescent lamps to keep the 
filaments from being too fragile. 
The filaments are given a treatment 
which produces a layer of atoms of 
thorium on the surface of the tung-

Turning on Bad Road 


Lost Power Often Caused by Leaking Valves 


Whether in Winter or Hummer, tho 
safest rule for turning on any nar¬ 
row road or street where the shoul¬ 
ders of gutters are likely to l*e filled 
with snow or mud la to keep the rear 
wheels In the centre of the thorough¬ 
fare. steering the front wheels off 
the road w r here necessary. Ho long 
as the rear wheels have traction the 
front ones can he pulled out. - Any 
observing motorist has noticed that 
stranded enni Invariably are found 
with the rear wheels, or one of then* 
off the yoad.

To do this 
switch off the ignition and insert the starting handle and torn the 
engine by hand. If the valves and piston rings are in good condition 
there will be a decided resistance as you pull over each cylinder.

["here are over 30,000.000,- 
000 feet of Western red cedar, 
also known as giant cedar, Cance 
cedar and shingle cedar, on Van¬ 
couver Island. From the days of 
King Solomon and. even prior to 
then, cedar wood has been famous 
for its remarkable durability and 
resistance to decay under the most 
adverse conditions. Trees which 
fell in the damp woods centuries 
ago are found to-day sound and 


fit for timber. One such, which 
had a four-hundred-year-old tree 
grow mg over it, was recently dug 
up and is now shingling a man¬ 
sion on the outskirts of Los An¬ 
geles. The usual height of the 
Western red cedar u from 100 to 
150 feet, with a diameter of 
from four to nine feet. Exceptional 
trees rise to over 200 feet with a 
diameter breast-high of fifteen 
feet. This wood is very light, soft 
and close and straight-grained, 
making it easy to handle and work

WESTERN SITKA SPRUCE 

It was only during the Creat 
War when it was proved that the 
ideal wood for aeroplane construc¬ 
tion was Western Sitka spruce, 
that the special value of this lim¬ 
ber was recognized. There are 
some 5,000.000.000 feet on 
Vancouver Island, the mature 
trees averaging 150 feet in height 
and four feet in diameter, some 
growing as high as 200 feet and 
having a diameter of from ten to 
fifteen feet. The tall straight poles 
with then very moderate taper, 
furnish saw timber of the best 
quality and in Urge dimensions, 
unusually clear from all defects.
